THE OLD TICKET. 


HOW IT IS SW&kRKPING THROUGH 
THE COUNTRY. 


A Political Manager’s Diselosures Concersirg the 
Manner cf Mr. Tilden’s Candidature—A Coa- 
fereves of Pclitical Leaders Callied—An 
Observation by Mr. Hewitt—E:c. 


CoLumsus, April 8.—I have had some 
doubts all along as to the truth of the report 
that Mr, Tilden was an active and real candi. 
date for the presidency this year. I am now 
convinced, however, that he is, and that his 
friends will make a most formidable showing 
in the national convention. 

This information comes from so directa 
source that no doubt is left in my mind 
whatever as to its authenticity. A prominent 
Pennsylvania democrat, who for years has 
been the confidential political and business 
adviser of Mr. Tilden, was in the city yester- 
day and to-day, and this evening goes to In- 
dianapolis. During a conversation with the 
gentleman I finally got out of him that he 
was here on a political mission, and that mis- 
sion looked to the nomination of Mr. Tilden 
to the presidency. 

‘Is Mr. Tilden seeking the nomination?” I 
inquired, 

‘‘No, sir; nor did he seek the nomiination 
in 1876. He wasthen, and is now, a candi- 
date ior the nominatiyn—not a seeker after 


it. Jt the party choose to nomina.e him 
he will fully appreciate the greatness oi 
the honor; if another i3 nominated, Mr. 


Tilden 
warmly support the nominee, 
may be.’’ I inquired. 

“Was Mr. Tilden desirous of the nomina- 
tion in 1880?” 

‘‘In the sense that anv s‘atesman 
ous of achieving the highest civic honors. 
His letter to the convention was miscon- 
strued, and purposely misconstrued, by the 
Tammany element. But for this miscon- 
struction Mr. Tilden would have been nomi- 
nated in 1880, and elected as he was in 1876, 
only his majority would have been so over- 
whelming that the most desperate republican 
thief wou!d not have dared to attempt to 
steal the presidency again.’’ 

‘‘How was the letter of Mr. Tilden miscon- 
strued?”’ 

“The purport of the letter was this: Mr. 
Tilden said that he had noclaim upon the 
democratic party or the country—the fact 
that he had been elected and the office stolen 

rom him gave him no claims upon the con- 

sideration of the convention—that private 
wrongs entitled no man to public considera: 
tion to the preiudice of any other candidate 
for that consideration. In other words, Mr. 
Tilden said tothe Cincinnati convention that 
in tne consideration of his candidacy in 1880 
the rape of the presidency in 1876 must not 
bave the weight of a feather.”’ 

‘“‘And how was this letter misinterpreted?’ 

“The enemies of Mr. Tilden seized upon 
his self abnegation and his anxiety that the 
presidential theft of 1876 should not be 
counted in his favor as against any other

candidate, and misconstrued it into a request 
hat some other man be nominated so as not 
to bring upthe question of the stealing of 
the presidency.” 

“And that is how Genera! 
to be nominated instead 
L880?’ 

**Precisely.”’ 

“But suppose it had been Tilden instead 
of Hancock, would the result have been dif- 
ferent?” 

‘Yes, sir; Mr. Tilden wou'd have made an 
aggressive war from the first. That is the 
way he won in 1876, The aggressive party is 
always successful. That is tne way you have 
carried Ohio for two successive years. 
stead of standing behind barricades, you have 
taken the open field and captured the en- 
emy.”’ 

“You are going over to Indignapolis,’’ I 
suggested, ‘‘and will probably meet Mr. Hen- 
dricks’s friends ?’’ 

“I may—well, yes, I will—but why do you 
inquire? Do you suppose that Mr. Hendricks 
is in any way interested in Mr. Tilden’s can- 
didacy ?”’ 

“Only te the extent 
man on the ticket.’’ 

‘‘He could, no doubt, get the sazcond place, 
but he wouldn’t haveit. You know person- 
aliy whatadifficult mater it was to induse 
him to take the nomination in 1876, as you 
were one ofthe party that went by special 
train from St. Louis to Indianapolis, where 
after hard work, the committee finally in- 
duced him to withdraw his declination of the 
nomination to the vice presidency. Mr. 
Hendricks didn’t expect nor desire the sec- 
ond piace if Mr, Tilden had been nominaied 
in 1880, and he doesn’t expec. aor would he 
take the nomination this yearif Mr. Tilden 
is named for the presidency.” 

‘Ts it true that unfriendly relations subsist 
between Mr. Tilden and Mr. Hendricks?” 

“No, sir. Onthe contrary their relations 
are of the friendliest character, and there is 
no manin the country would feel more re 
joiced to see Mr. Tilden elevated to the prasi- 
dency than Mr. Hendricks.”’ 

‘Let us suppose,’ I said, ‘“‘that Mr. Tilden 
is nominated at Chicago, who willgoe. the 
ticket with him?” 

‘‘An Ohio man I think. 

‘And his name is——’’ 

“Governor George Hoadly.”’ 

“But you seem to forget that we have an 
Ohio man whoisa candidate’ for the first 
place.”’ 

‘You refer, of course, 
Now permit me to say that nothing would give 
Mr. Tilden greater pleasure than to see Mr. 
Payne president, and nothing would give 
Mr. Payne more pleasure than to see Mr, Til- 
dén president. Thereisno rivalry between 
them. There will be none. Mr. Payne could 
no douht get the solid delegation from Ohio. 
He is entitled to it. When you sent him to 
thesenate from Ohio you made proclamation 
to the rest of the country that the democratic 
party in Ohio believed in_ recalling 
statesmen from the ostracism so long prae- 
ticed by the republican party. bat Mr. 
Payne isn’t a candidate for the presidency in 
any sense of the word. He is for Mr. Tilden. 
It is quite true that the Chicago convention 
may not nominate Mr. Tilden, and it may 
nominate Mr. Payne, but Mr. Payne is just 
now anxious tosee Mr. Tilden nominated.” 

“You have been feeling the democratic 
pulse here—what do you think will be the 
complexion of the delegation at Chicago? 

“A jarge majority of the Ohio delegates 
will be for Mr. Tilden.” 

“How will they be in Pennsylvania?’ 

‘‘ Almost solid in his behalf.’’ 

‘‘And in New York?” 

‘ Every wing of the party there will go into 

the convention and unauimously ask for Mr, 
Tilden’s nomination.”

have seen it mentioned often that
